They Swoop to Conquer Blight 
In Vast Colombia Plantations 


' “ '^ r A T C H 
MY DUST" could be the slog an of David 
Bump, a 31-y ear-old native of Spnng ville, 
N . Y. 
vh o is currently m aking his living as a professional "crop 
duster" in Colombia's arg ncultural areas. 
The bush pilot of the Andes m ountains has for four 
y ears been providing thrills for scores of planters and 
farm w orkers with his seem ing ly daredevil, spine ting ling 
fly ing over terrain that even a g ood homing pig eon would 
shun. Bump is one of a g roup of org anized crop dusters in 
Colombia who are eng ag ed in spray ing crops one day and 
seeding other fields the next. 
The "Fly ing Fum ig ators" seldom see the horizon as they 
bank and turn, dive and clim b over the rug g ed country 
that rang es from farm areas at sea level to occasional crop 
developm ents at altitudes of 5,000 feet or hig her. 
In recent m onths Bum p and his fellow dusters have 
been busy over Colom bia’s rice and cotton fields, which 
are rapidly increasing in abundance. CofTee, the country ’s 
most im portant crop, requires almost constant attention 
and the crop dusters do most of their fly ing at the hig her 
altitudes w here the choice coffees are g rown. Cacao ‘‘fin- 
,cas" (plantations), too, g et their attention. 
The rich, hillside pasture land w here Colombia’s fine beef 
and dairy herds g raze have vastly im proved, larg ely 
throug h the efforts of the crop dusters spray ing fum ig ants 
on weeds and bug s. 
Bump lives w ith his w ife and three children in the 
thriving industrial city of Cali in Colombia’s southw estern 
area. A g raduate of Sy racuse university , he considers him ­ 
self an "arg ncultural specialist,” who, in his lig ht, sing ie- 
eng ined plane, is well above the best of them.
